Many a fellow', although he might not now 
admit it, has at some time is his life had access to. 
and enjoyed a ripe persimmon, after the frost had 
fallen on it. Candied persimmons are fine. The 
word candied is applied to them w hen they are ful 
áy ripe, and have that sugary' taste. The effect is 
very pleasing, and they have a food value as well. 
It waa formerly the custom when persimmons 
.were ripe, to take a quantity of them and make 
persimmon bread. From this bread was brewed a 
dine quality of beer which sparkled and had a fine 
appearance.. Many of the older boys remeVnber 
the time when their mothers would have us gather 
the ripe persimmons, and the beer making process 
would begin. It was never allowed to get to the 
alcohol making stage, but is was made in the Fall 
•of the year, and was served cold. It was greatly 
enjoyed by all the children, and the grown ups as 
well. 
Persimmon trees where allowed to grow un­ 
molested, grow to large proportions. The writer 
remembers many he has seen in his life haying a 
diameter of 1 1-2 to 2 feet. Formerly there was 
no value to persimmon timber, although in the 
looms which existed in the past, several families 
j having one, the timber as used to make shuttles 
¡ which carried the threads through the looms. To­ 
day there is quite a quantity of it shipped to the 
large manufacturing districts to be used for a 
similar purpose.
